been after Mr. Arbuclde'.s money only. 
She carad nothing for his affectiou or his 
comfort.

CntCAOO, Jan. 3.—There is something go- 


log on in the big west, ol which not much is 
•aid, end which is, nevertheless, worth talk- 
iug about. On tho first of tho present year 
u event of considorablo importanco occurred 
In thio city, though thj average Chicagoan 
know little of It and cared lob». AVhon the 
Pacific railway was completed twenty years 
•go th« nation wtw stirred into an expression 
of wonder and joy. On New Yaar'a day a 
new railway to tho coast began running its 
cars into tuo city of Chicago, but great 
railways huvo actually b«oom» so com- 
mon out thin way that nobody not di- 
rectly interested bothers hia head about so 
small a matter us a railway more or less. 
This now road i» ono of the greatest railways 
of tho world, a railway which will run 
through trains from tho uhores of Lake Mich- 
igan to tho Pacific, and sleeping cars from 
this city to tho capital of Mexico. "That 
may all bo true," says tho Chicago man, ''but 
what do I carol I don't own tho road, nnd 
nm not likely to wont to buy it." 
Tho fact 


Is, the Chicago man has boon satiated with 
railroads. Buch a vast railway system has 
grown up al-out him that ha long ago gave 
up trying to keep track of tho march of im- 
provements, and is quite unable to appre- 
ciate tho amazing magnitude of tho railway 
interests of hia city. >Strangani uro quicker 
to perceive ami to comment on things liko 
this than tho native. It is the stranger who 
is filled with marvel by a glance a* tha -<ul- 
•way map of Chicago. 


V/liile in this country eoms years ago 


Herbert Spencer, the philosopher, made a 
remark concerning Chicago, which will 
appear forceful 
to every traveler who 


approaches th» city by rail and in day light. 
"I know I was ncaring a great center of 
•nergy," laid Mr. Bponcor, "Jong before tho 
trainmen told lue Chicago was closo by. 
Looking out of tho car window in tho early 
morning I could see several lines of rails, on 
which trains were running in both direc- 
tions, and all of tucso lines approached a 
common center. 
'TVhot ft tremendous focus 


of commercial energy thia must bo toward 
which all thcso highways load,' I thought, 
and I was not mistaken." 


This was tho philosopher's method of lead- 


ing up to his atateniout that Chicago was tho 
world's greatest railway center. 
It is a fact 


that tho Chicago railway system has beuomo 
Boinothinxwonderful, something which must 
ron.se llio admiration of every man who loves 
to look upon tho great works of hit, fellows 
by which uaturo and space havo been 
contrut'rcil. 
lu this marvelous display of 


human energy time also appears at the 
mercy of the conqueror, for all of this npider 
web of btccl has been spun within tv quarter 
of a century, and nearly all of it within a 
dozen years. 


In tho great western and middle state nil 


rotuls loud to Chicago. 
No fewer than 


iwcnty-ono lines of railway hare termini iu 
ihiscity. 
Severn] of Ihcsj are amon<* tho 


[rtatObt roads in the world, both in rmlcago 
»nd IrurHo. Mor» than uuiH]uarter of the 
railway mileage of tho United Btatcs i« in 
roads which load disoctly to Chicago, and 
which are within territory that may fairly bo 
sot down aa tributary to this city. 
This 


would exclude from our reckoning all thoso 
portions of tho Vaiidcrbllt, Pennsylvania and 
sther systems lying east of Buffalo and tho 
Ohio river, and also tho branches of all roads 
which do not directly "1'oocT' the Chicago 
trade. Two Chicago roads nlono comprise a 


cajo nearly equal to the mileage of all 


roads in England. 
Ono Chicago road haa 


railway enough to jvach from Kew York to 
San Francisco and back again. Four Chi- 
cago roada possess a combined tniletiga equal 
to tho mileage of all the roada in Germany, 
to thoso ia France or thoso tn European Uue- 
iio. Let ui run tho eye hastily over tho list 
ot Chicago roads, not pausing long enough to 
consider anything mora vmct than reund 
numbers:

How groat »iiiilcttE9 this is will the bettor 


appear from tho uso of a low comparative 
enures. It is ft greater number of mil' s of 
roiij than tho irhr.lo United States contained 
at tho beginning of the robellion; it ii a 
Crcuter number of miles than may bo found 
in Great Britain nnd Franco together; it is 
equal to tho railway mileage of tho whalo 
world thirty years ago. 


All this seems very wonderful indeed, when 


m'o rcllect that it ia not quite forty yours 
tinco tho flrfit locomotive was soon in this 
city. 
That pioneer locomotive Triti un- 


loaded from a schooner, and is today nblo to 
nmko steam am! pull n dozen loaded cars. 
Somebody with a passion for auch calcula- 
tions has figured it out that tho locomotives 
of tbo Chicago roads of tho present would 
make a solid train eighty miles long, and, 
furthermore, that tho rolling stock of thcso 
roads is extensive enough to carry nt otie 
timo all tho inhabitants of tho United Stites 
west of liutlalo nnd Pittsburg. To do that, 
however, passengers would have to bo loaded 
luto freight and cattle cars. 


There nro half a dozen trunk lines to the 


east. Two or thrco roads run directly to 
Cincinnati, Louisvillo and southem cities. 
No fewer than half a dozen roads connect 
Chicago with thoso lusty youag twins of tho 
northwest, Minneapolis uud St. Paul. Three 
roads run directly to Bt. Louis and ono to 
Now Orleans. Five ronds reach Kansas City 
by their own direct lines. Vour roada con- 
nect nt Onmha with the Pacific railway, mid 
ono road runs trains through from Chicago 
to Denver, 1,140 miles. Now comes this now 
giant, tho Atchison, Topoka nnd Snnt.i Fe, 
with a system comprising 0,000 iinlos, and 
reaching from this, its new terminus, to tho 
waters of the Atlantic ocoan at Galveston, to 
tho shores of the Pacific at Los Angeles, nnd 
to tho plains of Mexico at throo points, tho 
easternmost one of which is nearly 1,000 
miles from tho ono farthest west. 


That first locomotiv* in Chicago, of which 


I hayo already spoken, was purchased by 
Chicago men who had built n little railway 
•ut toward th» Mississippi, afid over which 


iy hoped to bring the grain nnd secure tho 


trado of tho farming counties traversed. 
That spirit of conquest has pervaded tha 
railway builders of tlis west ever since, and 
the activity in that direction was never more 
pronounced, more wonderful than it is at the 
present moment. That which I said at tho 
beginning of this letter v. as going on in the 
west, and which was worth talking about, is 
this mighty movement of the railway builders 
to lay tho vast territory of the western por- 
tion of tho United States at the feet of 
Chicago. 


Let us take o look at tho map. Stretching 


to tbo northwest arc two railway systems 
which sec-m almost to bo parallel lines. They 
traverse the samo states, and with tew ex- 
ceptions together reach tho same important 
cities and towns. Thcseare thcChieago,Hil- 
wankee and Et. Pan! find tl-o Xortlnvcstorn 
roads. 
With its-toy-cat Chicago end Mil- 


waukee, iho fci mer Las sc-ut loi Ui roots until 
it roaches tho J/issivipti at ilnc-o points, the 
E.ed river of tho in rlh t:l F.irso, nnd it is 
building a lino ta tho iron region o£ Lake 
Superior. Spanning the country Utweeii the 
Jiississippi and tho Missouri with five lines ol 
rail, it reaches the former btrtam at Kansas 
City on tho south, midway at Omaha, and at 
two or threo points in middle Dakota on 
the north. Omitting Kansas City and Fargo, 
nnd adding Duluth, and tho Korthivestern is 
side by side with its rival. Tho ;Corthwc3l- 
ern, moreover, rmis to the center of the 
Black Hills, nnd has a line which almost 
touches tho National park of tho Yellow- 
stone. Tho management of tiiero two roads 
is among tho ublcst and most energetic in 
America. Tho two roads watch each other hire 
jealous boys, and it i.j nlnioit impolitic i'or 
ono to build a now fcodcr or branch which the 
other does not quickly parallel. Together 
they control ninctorn-twetiticthy of thu rail- 
ways of Wisconsin, Minnesota and Daicota, 
iMisides a goodly portion of thoso of Iowa and 
Illinois. 


Chicago railways were never before so 


ambitious. Tho spirit of conquer and ol 
rivalry runs high. A railway president sits. 
in Chicago, looks at tho map of tho west, 
notes that one of his rivals is building into a 
certain territory, scowls, taps his bell, calls 
for his assistants, and in afew days surveyors 
ore running tho lines for still another net- 
work of new roads. Thus tho Northwestern, 
building within a year a half dozen branches 
in eastern Nebraska, south of tho PJntto river, 
finds that it has stepped upon the toes of the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, which has. 
claimed that part of Nebraska for its ven' 
own. 
So tho Burlington, by way of reprhul, 


suddenly 
begins 
building four 
or 
five 


branches up into the Northwcstcrn's terri- 
tory in northern Nebraska and eastern Wy- 
oming. This Durlington system lias become 
u wonderful network of roads throughout tlio 
corn belt, northern Illinois, southern Iowa 
and Nebraska. It is a F.tumlin^ jolio among 
traveling men in tho rjurlingtou'si western 
territory, that new rouds and now toivns 
spring tip so rapidly ou'. thero that the}" find 
it necessary to h'.re nie.i to telegraph Uicai 
of tho building of roads KIN! the sturtiug ot 
towns, so that thfy may get 1:1 as early a? 
their rivals and sell rjoods to tho new mer- 
chants! There is not a county in tho state of 
Nebraska south of tho PJatto river iu w!,jcb 
tho Burlington has not a road, nnd now that 
it has found tho corn belt too narrow nnd 
fitruck out for the north, thcj-o is no telling 
whcroit will stop. 


Even tho Chicago, Rock Inland and Pacific 


railway, long a rao.it conservative concern, 
and holding aloof from tho scramble fur new 
territory, has finally yielded to tho pressure 
of tho times, and is sending its rails to the 
Bouthwest; through Kansas and toward the 
groat cow heart of Texas at a most amazing 
rate. Tho staid old Illinois Ceiitr.d, too, 
which was established by ono of tho govern- 
ment's richest grants, and which sometime 
af,o purchased roads giving it a direct lino 
from Chicago to New Orleans, is culling a 
longing eye upon cojne ol' (lie rii-h territory 
to the north and west, und has begun upon 
plans of extension wluch may carry its1 cars 
from tho Gulf of Mexico to Iho Canadian 
border, thus spanning the1 country. 


That which occurred at tho begiimmg of 


tho year will cau&o a Eeiibation in radway 
circles, and hasten a manliest destiny fraught 
with good to the whole country. Tho run- 
ump; of trains on tho new road from Chicago 
tr> the Pacific const is a challenge whie'.i the 
ambitious railway manager1; of Chicago will 
soon meet. Within fivoycarr., it is prcdietcC, 
fou or five Chicago roads will run their cars 
to tho coast on their own lraek.>. 
The 


Burlington is already at Denver, and could 
build to tho coast in tv. o or Uirej yc"I-;. 
Ten years njo, I am tuld, thu Burling- 
ton scut a 
man 
to 
a inouuU-in pa-s 


west of Denver, with instructions tn home- 
stead thestripof ground on which a track 
would have to bo laid if ono \\cre ever built 
through that pass, and to hold it at all 
hazards. The man N there yet, and tho pass 
belongs to tho Burlington. A prominent 
railroader, holding n ponerful position in 
ono of tho companies named, gives it as his 
prediction that the Burlington, the St. J'uul, 
tho Northwestern and thu Rock Island v. 
eventually Cud their way to tb. j Pao.De coast 
The Burlington will in time pnrchLib'> the 
Union nnd Central Pacific from their real 
owner, thogovcruiirat. 


In all this amazing outspreading of the 


tentacles which reach tho scats of empires; I 
can see only bright and great things; for the 
future of Chicago nnd the v es=t whc^o me- 
tropolis it isj.
